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POGROM FEAR 
IN MOROCCO 


2,000 Jews Seek 
Refuge 
From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 
According to reports received here 
from Casablanca, the 50,000 Jews 
herded together in the mellah there 
are desperately afraid of what the 
coming Sabbath may bring. 


On that day, August 20, the iia 
anniversary of the deposition of the 
former Sultan, Sidi Mohamed Ben Yusef, 
nationalist disturbances are liable to break 
out anywhere in Morocco, but nowhere 
in the country is there a place so vul- 
nerable as the Casablanca miellah. 

The community. there hopes that the 
mellah will be spared a Sabbath of 
horrors, and that all possible measures 
will be taken to meet the immediate and 
the long-term dangers. 

The two thousand Jews who were 
evacuated from parts. of the Casablanca 
mellah border area, where. last month’s 
‘little pogrom” occurred, are still taking 
refuge in the Talmud Torah and. various 
school buildings, where they are held 
incommunicado, being forbidden to go 
out or tO receive Visitors. 


Houses Pillaged 


The recent litthe pogrom,” in which 
at least two Jews. were killed and many 
wounded, was a political mob outbreak 
in. the ancient. Moorish tradition. Veiled 
Moroccan women joined in the violence, 
tearing the clothes of Jewish girls, who 
were outraged by the n. Jewish houses 
were pillaged, and several were set on fire. 


Council of Jewish Communities 
in Morocco. hag broken the. discreet 
silence which it has maintained through- 
out. the current Moroccan. ‘crisis .. by 
addressing a_ telegram to M. Gilbert 
Grandval.... the Moroccan  Resident- 
General. 


The telegram said: “‘ The Jewish com- 
munities of Morocco fervently hope that 
solutions will be found out of the present 
impasse. They express their faith:in the 
Franco-Moroccan future and desire. to 
convey to you their best wishes for the 
success of your high mission.” 


TERROR IN SMALL TOWNS

A group of 260 immigrants from North 
‘African countries. afrived at Haifa on 
Wednesday. The newcomers said that 
the sttuation of Jews in Morocco had 
worsened recently, especially in Casa- 
blanca. Horror and terror prevailed in 
the small towns, they stated, and shouts 
of “ Kill the Jews” were often to. be 
heard, 


In Shofro, where the 5,000 local Jews- 


are waiting for emigration to Israel, 
severe disturbances occurred in the 
town last week and a number of Jews 
were killed: Hatred against the Jews had 
been whipped up -in Casablanca and 
frequent catls of “* Leave our land *: were 
heard. Jews lock their doors and do not 
leave their homes after 7 Aca in the 
evening.—4J.T.A.) 


“NO DISCRIMINATION ”

New YORK 
“ There is no justifieation for the 
fear that in an independent Morocco 
Jews would suffer from discrimination 
in any form,” Ahmed Balafrej, the 
Secretary-General of the Moroccan 
istiqlal Party, said here last week. 


Moroccan Jews, he added, would be 
cilizens equal both in law and in fact 
with Moslems. They would enjoy the 
same rights and would be under the 
Same obligations. Their religious liberty 
would be unimpaired. 

His statement, he said, was issued to 
answer “an attempt to discredit the 
hational movement of Morocco on the 
part of French colonial circles who have 
accused the Moslem population of antt- 
semitic sentiments towards the Jews.” 
He insisted that no specifically Jewish 
Problem existed in Morocco.

PROPOSAL 


Aiding Victims From 
East Germany 


Tet Aviv 

Victims of Nazism who formerly 
resided in what 1s now Eastern Ger- 
many will benefit from a new com- 
pensation regulation which will be put 
before the Bundestag (West. German 
Lower House) next month and will 
cost the. Federal Republic millions of 
dollars, it was announced here on 
Wednesday by Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
on his arrival from Europe. 

Dr. Goldmann ‘met the Federal Ger- 
man Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer, in Swit- 
zerland last. week-end. They discussed 
the new regulation and. the ™ better 
utilisation” of the moneys being made 
available to Israel under the reparations 
agreement. 

The. proposed regulation, said ‘Dr, 
Goldmann, would cover former residents 
of those areas now administered by the 
East German. Government who are 
not at present eligible for compensation 
under the terms of the agreement. between 
the Jewish Claims Conference -and. the 
Federal Republic. 

Speaking of the possibility of  diplo- 
matic relations being established between 
the Federal Republic and Israel, Dr. 
Goldmann said that from his talk with 
Dr, Adenauer he gathered that there was 
readiness on the part of Germany for 
such a step, but the Germans understood 
the delicacy of such a proposal and would 
not. therefore, initiate such a move.

JUDAISM IN THE MODERN WORLD 
1.U.J.F. Summer School 


From our Special Correspondent 


When I set out to visit the summer 
school of the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation | thought that the school 
had this year given itself rather a tal! 
order. Within two weeks the 150 
Jewish students from Britain and over- 
seas, who by next Monday will have 
passed through the camp at Carmel 
College. Mongewell Park, Berks., are 
to find an answer to the “ 64-dollar 
question” of our time: What is the 
place and role of Judaism in the 
modern world ? 


Considering that a very large portion 
of the time is taken up with the delights 
of the modern world—tennis and danc- 
ing, cinema-.and revue, mystery tours and 
oulings—and that Friday evening and 
the whole of Saturday are devoted to 
one of the. greatest delights (and 
undoubiedly one of the greatest ‘inven- 
tions) of Judaism—the Oneg Shabbat—— 
iS not. surprising that Intle scope is 
really left. for the consideration of the 
relationship between the two. And the 
fact that. here, as, indeed, in most of 
similar Jewish co-educational ventures, 
the two sexes are almost equally balanced 
in numbers, does not provide for solitary 
meditation, but gives the enterprise more 
of the character of a summer camp than 
of a study. group. (I noticed from the 
programme. that the forthcoming discus- 
sion on a motion That this house 
believes in the segregation of the sexes 
was described as a “ mock debate.’’) 
And why not? Is not the primary 
purpose’ of ths and = similar summer 
schools, after. all, the provision of holi- 


and clean fun ma Jewish atmo- 


sphere ? And if intermarriage, said to 
be particularly prevalent among Jewish 
university youth, 1s one of the negative 
aspects of the impact of. the modern 
world- on Judaism, why should not such 
a summer school deal with that problem 
in its own natural, practical, and positive 
wav? While I was there the engagement 
was announced of a couple, -of 
whom. had attended the summer school 
last year. when the general subject of 


discussion. was Anglo-Jewish problems. 


Well, that couple have certainly solved 
one of them:, and from what I saw, 
[shall be greatly surprised if this 
year's school.and its subject—Judaism in 
the modern world — proves less 
stimulating. 


The Real Answer 


But the amazing thing is that having 
spem several days among the students 
—as the guest of Dr. H. Price and Mrs. 


Price, host and hostess to the school, 
and Mr. A. Miles, its Director—l. sud- 
denly realised. that. the answer to the 


** 64-dollar question ” was there after all: 
Only one has to look for it not so much 
in the lectures and discussions as among 
the participants . themselves. 

Symbolicatly. it expressed itself in the 
fact that the number of tallitim brought 
by Anglo-Jewish male students to the 


camp corresponded with the number of 


tennis rackets they carried with them: 
it was also demonstrated by the equa! 
zeal which both males and females. pu: 
into the zemirot on Friday night and into 
the modern dances the following | even- 


ing. There was no visible sign that there 
was a conflict between the modern world 
and the ancient faith. 

Neither was there any sign of moral 
pressure to observe the customs of 
Judaism. Here [| witnessed what I 
believe to be the hallmark of the Anglo- 
Jewish brand of Yiddishkeit: it is its 
corporate character. Whatever may be 
the individual degree of personal observ- 
ance of, and attachment to, the require- 
ments of Judaism, Anglo-Jews in a group 
act hke a congregation. The team-spirn 
of Yiddishkeit was. so much taken for 
granted as ihe naiural order of things 
that, | was told, eight students who 
felt that the self-imposed Sabbath discip- 
line was too much for them had left the 
school before the start of the Holy Day. 


Corporate Yiddishkeit ” 


was this apparenily ‘unexpected 
manifestation of “corporate Yiddish- 
ken. by a gathering ot modern: young 
people that both su: ‘prised and. greatly 
impressed the students who came from 
afar. This. year’s summer school. has a 


larger foreign contingent any 
previous one-there. are 17 © Jewish 
students from Germany, several from 


France, and one each from Israel, Italy, 
and Sweden. . With the exception of the 
Israeu, 17-year-old) Meir Monsclise (of 
Italian ongin), they were all unanimous 
in. their praise of the Jewish atmosphere 
that ‘permeated the. summer school. 
The camp was much more Jewish than 


any they had had in Scandinavia, I was 


told by Miss Brigit Plen, a siudent from 


Sweden; - The leader. of the German con-. 


tingent (most of whom. are of, Polish 
origin), Jacob Allerhand, a student of the 
Berlin Free University and Chairman of 
the Jewish. Students’ Association there, 
was even more enthusiastic. We have 
not exper ienced anything like he said, 

‘since we left and lost our homés. in 
1939, 

The on! y criucism | heard came from 
the young Israch, who at the. summer 
school had his first contact with Diaspora 
Jewish youth their ground.” 
Brought up in the famous Te! Aviv high 
school, Herzlia, and regarding Judaism 
not as a relimon but as a traduion, he 
thought that the regard which Anglo- 
Jewish students paid to religious observ- 
ances and to prayer was done out of a 
mechanical sense of duty, without real 


_ undersianding of the text or deeper fee!l- 


ing for tis significance. But. he, too, 
added that he had been impressed to find 
that young Jews so far away from Israel 
still preserved an attachment to Judaism. 

In. a lecture on whether God helps 
those who help themselves,’ Rabbi Dr. 
L.. Jacobs rejected both the extreme views 
that man was_ self-sufficient and that 
everything was in God’s hands alone, and 
stated that. only a combination of. Divine 
activity and good humane deeds could 
lead to-real Fulfilment. 

Dr. Chaim ‘Royde, in talk on 
marriage, emphasised the importance of 
maintaining the family unit. 

Mr. Meyer Gertner conducted a series 
of study groups on “* The Art. of Story- 
tclling * and on “ The Crisis and Renais- 
sance of. Jewish Thought.” 

In a. survey: of Jewish education, Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen, Principal of Carmel! Col- 
lege. advocated the need for and justitica- 
tion of a distinctively Jewish educational 
system. based upon the positive values 
of Judaism.

MAYOR AND AUTHOR 
Bnei Braq Pioneer's Visit 
By. a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Itzhak Gerstenkorn, who was 
Mayor of Bnei Braq from 1924 until 
1954, is the .author of several 
works in Hebrew, and he has arrived 
in London to seek subscribers for his 


encyclopedia of all commentaries on 


the Psalms. 


Mr. Gerstenkorn told me that he had 
already published five of the seven 
volumes of the 
encyclopedia, and 
he hoped that sub- 
scriptions in 
Britain would help 
to enable him to 
complete his work, 
for which he had 
received the Rabbi 
Kook Pnze of the 
Tel Aviv Munici- 
pality: last year. 

Among his. other 
hierary. works—all 
of. which he. has 
published himself 
“is a volume of 
his memoirs of Mr. 
modern Bnei Brag, in the establishment 
and devel lopment of’ which he. took a 
leading rdle. 

He 1s very proud of the fact that the 
town which he founded, and which now 
has a population of about 30,000, is 
the only one in Israel with an absokme 
majority of religious elements on. the 
Municipal Council. In. the fecent clec- 
tions--the first which he did not contest, 
having retired from the mayoralty the 
previous year-—both the Mizrachists and 
ihe Agudists gained four seats each, and 
thé other three councillors (two repre- 
senting Cherut and one General Zionist) 
are also. religiously observant Jews. 


Important Torah Centre 


Bnei Braq, Mr. Gerstenkorn said, 1s 
today the most important Torah. centre 
in Istael after Jerusalem. It was there 
that famous. yeshivot. from Eastern 
Furope, including Ponieviez, Slabotka, 
Volozyn, Lublin, as well as the yeshivot 
of the late Chazan Ish and of the 
Sotmarer. Rebbe, found their new 
homes. Apart. from the Sfate schools, 
Bnei Brag is also the seat of an 
Agudist seminary for teachers and of 
two Mizrachist high sohools. 

Bu; the town is not merely a centre 
of learning. Mr, Gerstenkorn pointed 
out. It is eoday also a centre of light 
industry and produced textiles, cigareties, 
aluminium, and electrical goods. There 
is a total of 3,000 workers. 


Gerstenkorn 


Mr. Gerstenkorn, who is 66, went to 


Palestine first in 1922 as a representative 
of the Polish Orthodox group, Bayu 
V'nachliah, which aimed. at establishing 
a farming colony for religious Jews. He 
bought from Christian Arabs the first 
1.500 dunams of land, and in 1924 he 
went again. taking the first 20 famulies 
who. began the setilement of Bnei Braq. 
He himself. was elecied Mayor—on an 
independent: non-party list~agd held this 


post continuously until he retired; last _ 


vear, with a pension for life from. the 
Government in recogniuon of his services.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RELIGION AND MAGIC 


For these nations, that thou art 
to dispossess, hearken unto sooth- 
Sayers, and unto diviners; but as 
for thee, the Lord thy God hath 
not suffered thee so to do. (Deut. 
xvin, 14.) 

T 3s well known that Judaism is 
opposed to all forms of magic 
and witchcraft, the practice of 

which is strictly forbidden in Jewish 


law. The verses in this week's 
Sidra, labelling such practices by 


the Canaanite nations as “ abomina- 
tions unto the Lord,” have their 
counterpart earlier in the Torah, in 
the testimony of the heathen 
prophet Balaam wre ND 
x53 “there. is no 
enchantment with Jacob, neither is 
there any divination with Israel” 
(Numbers xxii, 23), and in the 
Mosaic legislation, “thou shalt not 
suffer a sorceress to live ” (Exodus 
xxl, 17). 
What is not commonly known is 
that, in its’ uncompromising stand 
against’ witchcraft. Judaism parted 
company, at the very beginning of its 
history, with the whole of contem- 
porary mankind, which was dominated 
throughout by the pagan conception 
of the universe and regarded magic 
aS an essential element of all being 
~The highest power in the universe 
for the pagan was the. powe: 
of magic. -Even the gods, we are 
told, practised magic to achieve their 
Furthermore, knowledge’ by a 
man of the mght magical formule 
and ritual gave him power over the 
gods themselves. The basic idea of 
this universal belief in magic was the 
conviction that the world was governed 
by necessity and was not conceived 
and ruled in freedom There was a 
law of magic, inherent in the. very 
nature of things, to which the universe 
necessarily responded 
thousands. of 


years. this ‘idea 


dominated the minds of men. It 


is interesting to find that not one of the 
pagan religions, not. even those that 
produced Greek philosophy. Roman 
law, or the wisdom of the East, suc- 


of the Universe. 


indeed. 


ceeded in breaking clear of this magic 
ring. Not until Judaism appeared 
and boldly enthroned God as the King 
For Judaism there 
was NO magic ; if was an “ abomina- 
tion.” There was only the free and 
unfettered Will of God. That Will 
determines everything: it is the basis 
of all “law.” There is no magical 
formula or ritual to which such Divine 
Will is subject. Man can only pray 
to God. in humility: he can never 
“force” the hand of God 
“HAT was a révolutionary idea: for 
the first time it brought freedom 
info the. world. Many centuries had 
iO Pass before mankind came to grasp 
it. through the great: religions that 
sprang trom Judaism ro he 
ven within Judamm self trends 
appeared that at times came danger- 
ousiv near the concept af 
Paganism One thinks. on the one 
hand of the py ictical ¢ iMhalah ind. 
OT} the other, of .. Jewish 
thinkers succumbing to a phidsoOphy 
bordering on detern 
frends were COMparativery 
dufation and never; permanen 
aflecied the main stream of Judaimm. 
It is customary to assert that: the

SK Y-PILOT 


An American rabbi, Dr; Martin M. 
Weitz, who is visiting London-—-he 
preached at the North-Western 
Reform Synagogue on Shabbat-—-won 
fame jn the last war as a “ sky-pilot” 
in the U.S. Air Force. He became well 
known to the American public when 
he served with the American forces 
in the Pacific and especially during 
the fighting in the Solomon Islands.

RACIAL LAWS IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Jewish Attitude 
Criticised 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
The attitude adopted by the South 


African Jewish community to racial 


laws introduced by their country’s 
Government was criticised by Mr. 
Michael Schur, a member of the 


Executive of the Yiddish Cultural 
Federation of South Africa, in an 
address to Yivo at Barclay House, 
Finchley Road, N.W., last week. 
Mr. A..M. Kaizer, Chairman of Yivo, 
presided. 

The speaker, who made i clear that 
he was expressing his own views and not 
those of the Yiddish Cultural Federation 
of South Africa, outlined a number of 
discriminatory laws and measures to 
which the non-white. population of South 


Africa was subjected. South Africa, he 


declared, had never been a democratic 
country, and they. could not imagine the 
racial hatred with which it was filled 
today. They could not. visualise any- 
thing like it in Britain. What, he asked, 
was the attitude of the Jews of South 
Africa towards that discrimination, which 
was making things increasingly difficult 
for the liberal and more democratic 
elements of the country ? He asked that 
question particularly having regard to 
the fact that so many Jews had them- 
selves gone through the sathe experiences 
and had been hunted and hounded from 


place to place. Unfortunately, he added, 


the Jewish community: did not, as a com- 
munity, react as it should to the 
many repressive measures which had been 
taken by. the Government against the 
non-Europeans, the attitude of the South 
African Board. of Deputies being that 
the Jews must be neutral and on good 
terms with the Government on that ques- 
tion. although they could take part as 
individuals in. the political life of the 
country. 3 


Cultural Life Neglected 


The Jewish cultural life of South 
Africa. Mr. Schur went on, had, unul 
comparatively

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BARMITZVAH—SOME REFLECTIONS 


By Dr. JUDAH J. SLOTKI 


AY I introduce to you two 
very bright and charming 
young friends? This is 

Abe, and this Arthur. Both will 
shortly be celebrating their Bar- 
mitzvah, and the imminence of the 
event has set me thinking. | 


Abe has been learning Hebrew since 
he was five. You see, he comes from 
a good old type of Yiddish” home, 
where Judaism is taken seriously and 
Yiddishkeit in general is not merely 
a theory but a practical daily ever- 
present reality, Abe is a practising 
young Jew-—has been so as fai back 
as he can. remember. He. davens 
every morning, washes his hands 
before meals, says the appropriate 
blessings before and after food, will 
not touch any edible that was not 
kasher, goes to shoo! with religious 
meticulousness. There is in the house. 
a fine Jewish library whose books are 
his father's frequent companions ; 
some of them he has himself read, or 
at least browsed in. His knowledge 
of Hebrew is pretty well advanced, 
for what he learns at cheder he sup- 
plements at home, and he hopes to go 
on improving with the years. His 
Jewishness hangs on him naturally 
like a well-tailored garment and grows 
with him as the bark grows with the | 
tree. He is neither consciously proud 
of it nor needlessly embarrassed by 11. 


Great Occasion 


To him the approaching Barmitzvah 
ceremony means a great. deal. He 
looks forward to i with © boyish 
pleasure—-the presents, the party, the 
excitement of being the centre of 
interest to’ his numerous relatives, 
friends, and well-wishers. He wall 
want to acquit himself with credit 
in shool. At the party, when he makes 
his speech, he will be able to show 
the ‘audience that all the years from 
childhood have been usefully spent. 
that he understands Judaism and that 
it Means something to him. 

— Every religious ceremony is for him 
pregnant with meaning. every law and 


custom pleasure, and subcon- 
sciously, a. spiritual uplift. The 
Judaism to which he has_ hitherto 


been, so to speak, merely apprenticed, 
will henceforth be loyally and faith- 
fully served. The’ language and 
literature whose e‘ements. he has 
been acquiring will be studied with 
greater intensity and with deeper 
understanding. 

In his mind the Barmitzvah: does 
not mark the end of a tiresome epoch, 
the door through which he will pass 
from the bondage of Judaism into the - 
freedom of secular waywardness. It 


is to be, on the contrary, the entrance 
from an antechamber, where he has 
been equipping himself with the neces- 
Sary qualifications, into the great halls 
of Jewish spiritual and intellectual life, 
with its responsibilities and its privi- 
leges. His Judaism will be with him 
for life. 

How different the position of our 
other young friend, Arthur! His 
Hebrew education began rather late— 
at the age of nine. His parents con- 
sidered an earlier starting age as too 
soon for his tender mind. They could 
not be so cruel as to tax his brain 
with Hebrew studies when he was 
already Spending a whole day at 
school and part of the evening at 
music lessons. He would. have 
enough time to learn all the Hebrew 
he needed. In any event, he was not 
going to be a “Rav.” Besides, he 


could not possibly go to cheder every. 


day. He needed time for school 
homework, preparation for an 
entrance scholarship to a. grammar 


school, and, after all, he must have 
some leisure for play and fresh air. 


“Much Too Modern ” 


What he did learn was meaningless 
and in practice contradicted every- 
thing he saw at home. Shabbat was 
honoured in the breach. Yom Tov was 
non-existent, kashrut—well, 
parent were much too modern for that. 
The Hebrew library at-home consisted 
of a Singer's Praver Book, which his 
father had. been. given as a Barmitz- 
vah present, and a few Machzorim. 
There was not even a Hebrew Bible 
in the house. aoe 

What significance could the 
approaching Barmitzvah ceremony 
possibly have for this. hapless little 
fellow? Anything deeper than a 
glorified birthday? — Like his friend 
Abe he. too. will receive beautiful 
presents—-few of them to remind him 
that he is a Jew. and that the Bar- 
mitzvah is, after all, a religious cere- 
mony with spiritual significance. He, 
too, is looking forward to the great 
day. He will have a big party, and 
relatives and friends will drive up to 
the hall in their Bentleys, talking 
loudly and excitedly about the latest 
cricket and football scores, about. the 
grand holiday they have had or are 
planning to have abroad and the gay 
times they will enjoy. There will] be 
a sumptuous feast. The toast of the 
Barmitzvah boy will be honoured, 
and in his response he will promise 
to be a good Jew and a good man. 
The ensuing applause will. be voct- 
ferous, and the boy, flushed 
triumphant, will sit down with a sigh 
of relief. The worst is. over: he is 
free. Cheder and Hebrew education

are a thing of the past. As the years 
go by, he will slowly but surely forget 
ali he has learned. Even his reading 
powers will slip from his mind, his 
acquaintance with the Siddur will be 
confined to an occasional visit to 
shool. Nay,.even his Berachot on 
being called to the Torah, which he 
had known so well, he will recall 
again only on the Sabbath before his 


wedding day, and then again perhaps 


on occasions of simchot or sorrow. 
The Barmitzvah will be nothing more 
than a pleasant memory. 
Unfortunately for the future of 
Judaism. it is not Abe but. Arthur 
who truly typifies the Jewish boy of 
today and the ,social and religious 
background in which he grows up. | 
Alas, the Barmitzvah ceremony has 
lost all its quondam significance. 
Measured by the chronological 
yardstick, the ceremony as we know it 
today is, in reality, one of the most 
recent accessions to the great and 
time-honoured family of Jewish laws 
and customs.. The Bible knows noth- 


ing of Barmitzvah, neither the name. 


nor the celebration. From Genesis to 
Chronicles, search where you will, you 
will find no specific mention made of 
the age of thirteen as a significant 
date in a boy's life. The Talmud 
knows only one type of Bar 
Mitzvah,” the grown-up individual. 


Adult Responsibitity 


Nevertheless the age of thirteen 
years and one day has long been 
recognised in Jewish law, as far back 
as Talmudic times, as a date in a boy's 
life marking his entry into the religious 
Obligations and privileges of an adult, 
the status of a 
K atan-—a minor without responsibility 
rn regard to the fulfilment of Mitzvot 
and, like a deal-mute or an idiot, 
exempt from the legal consequences 
of his misdeeds, which devolve upon 


his father—to that of- a Gadol with. 


adult responsibility. At that age he 
was known as Bar Oneshin “son of 
penalties,’ i.e., person responsible 
for the consequences of his own mis- 
deeds. There is no record in_ the 
Talmudic literature of any = special 
celebration to mark the transition. 
In the whole voluminous mass of 
Talmudic literature the only passage 
that: speaks with any clarity on the 
subject is Abort v. 24, which states: 
“ Thirteen years of age for. the [ful- 
filment of the] Mitzvot.”’

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POSITION OF MOROCCAN JEWRY

HE half-million or so Jews 
of North Africa are pulled 
both ways in the struggle 
between Arab nationalism and 


French colonialism, and the result 
is that the communities on the 
whole remain stationary, taking 
neither one side nor the other. 

Typically, the middle-aged and 
prosperous Jewish merchant will be 
tor France, because France stands for 
order and calm and the status quo, 
while the young and the disinherited 
will be for the Istiqlal in Morocco 
and the M.T.L.D. in Algeria, because 
nationalism js the underdog. the 
generous Cause. But neither will take 
an active part in the struggle. 

The Jewish elder whose sympathies 
lie with France is exposed to Moslem 


in the countryside. They live beside 
the Moslem townspeople, and in the 
same manner. The mellah is usually 
about a quarter of the size of the 
medina, the houses are of the same 
Moorish architecture, with overhang- 
ing glazed balconies and central court- 
vards. Only .the streets are often a 
little wider, and there is a slightly 
greater feeling of order and logic in 
a mellah-—tewer winding alleys and 
cul-de-sacs.

Help for Victims but 
No “Compensation” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Details. of the recent agreement 
with Austria, given to me by Dr. C. 
Kapralik, the General Secretary of the 
Jewish Trust Corporation and one of 
the Jewish negotiators at the final 
stages of the Vienna talks, show that, 
in addition to victims of Nazism, 
victims of the pre-war semi-fascist 
régime in Austria will also be entitled 
to assistance from the 550,000,000- 
schilling (approximately £7,500,000) 
Fund which the Austrian Government 
is to establish to help victims of 
political, religious, and racial persecu- 
tion in Austria between March, 1933, 
and April, 1945. 


Good-will Gesture 


However, payments to be spread over 
a.period of ten years—the first instal- 
ment will be handed over by the Austrian 
Government. next year—will be made 
only to victims living. abroad. The 
Austrian authorities refuse to make pay- 
ments to Jews residing in Austria, main- 
taining that they are covered by the 
Austrian. welfare schemes. 

The Austrian Government, said Dr. 
Kapralik, refused to agree to anything 
which might be interpreted as payment 
of compensation, and no compensation 


wil] in fact be made for Josses incurred, 


for example, through such discriminatory 
levies as. the Flight Tax, but as a gesture 
of good will the Austrians have agreed 
to make the 550,000.000-schilling Fund 
available for former citizens and those 
who had resided in Austria for at. least 
ten. years on March 11, 1938. No means 
test in the usual sense of the word will 
be apphed, and some 17,000 cases are 
expected to benefit 

Priority will be given to those in need 


and. to aged people, and special. 


consideration will be given to persons 
whose capacity to earn a livelihood has 
been diminished by their experiences in 
concentration camps. The Fund will: be 
administered by a Board appointed by 


the Austrian Government following con- | 


sultations with Jewish bodies and organi- 
tions representing political refugees. 


Heirless Property 


Another. special Fund, said. .Dr. 
Kapralik, will be created to administer 
‘heirless Jewish property, and grants will 
be made from the proceeds to individual 
Jews in Austria. This Fund, too,. will 
be .administered by a Government- 
appointed Board, of which representatives 
of the Jewish victims will be members. 

Contrary to previous reports, the. ques- 
tion of a Government grant for the repair 
of synagogues and cemeteries destroyed 
by the Nazis, as well as for the building 
of new synagogues, has not yet been 
setiled. and uu 1s hoped that the Govern- 
ment will increase their offer of 5,000,000 
schillings for this purpose. 

While the settlement. arrived ‘at is, to 
quote Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President 
of the Jewish -Claims Committee. 

* reasonable,” the anomalous. position 
remains, said Dr...Kapralik,. that. both 


the Germans and the. Austrians refuse 


responsibility for. the savage persecution 
to which Ausirian Jews were subjected. 
The Austrians, he pointed out, could 
now. quote the State Treaty in support

therefore not responsible for what 
happened to the Jews in Austria between 
1938 and 1945. This clearly reopens the 
question of who was really responsible 
for the sufferings of Austrian. Jews. 

Of significant importance, he added.

ment to pay, under the. social insurance 
scheme. pensions to former public ser- 
vants living overseas when they reach 
pensionable age. This would mean some

The Donor’s Attitude 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Mr. David Goldblatt, Chair- 
man, Charities’ Registration Commit- 
tee, in your last week's issue, refers 
to your Jeader, in which you state: 
“.,. the co-ordination of charitable 


effort is a matter in which the leaders — 


of Anglo-Jewry have long been dis- 
inclined to jnterest themselves,” and 


Mr. Goldblatt carries the argument 


further. May I, as a welfare worker 
of 30 years’ work and experience, 
humbly put forward my opinions. 
Rather, is it not so much a question of 
their disinteresting themselves, as of 
whether the incomes of the institutions 
concerned, which are so sadly in need, 
would suffer? Take, for example, the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, the Home 
for Aged Jews, the Jewish Orphanage, 
West Norwood, and. the Home for Incur- 
ables, which have three or four aid 
societies in different parts of London, 
each of which, in their very wonderful 
manner, functions, thus enabling the 
Homes to have an excellent income. | 
am certain that no donor would multiply 
his donation to cover the number of 
charities co-ordinated. The sad ‘result is 
more likely to be that a donor would 
give his five or ten guineas a year and 
would consider his duty ended. I would 
very strongly emphasise that a donor 
does not miss a few pounds here and 
there, and, moreover, likes to know 


to which charity he is contributing. 

course, each institution would lose 
money by co-ordination. For instance, 
the Yeshivah Breakfast Fund, which has 
been in existence for 27 years, and the 
Yeshivah Etz Chaim, of 53 years’ stand- 
ing. How many people care for those 
towers of learning, which we need so 
sorely and without which we as a people 
would be lost? Are they to depend on 
the sympathy of the people serving on 
the Co-ordinating Charities’. Committee, 
depending on their personal regard for 
each institution ? And what if they were 
lax in their religious observances ? 

Re the fourth paragraph, may I sug- 
gest to the Charities’ Registration Com- 
mittee of the Board of Deputies that 
they do what the London County Coun- 
cil do, and persist in registering small 
charities only where there is a minimum 
of expenditure, or where administrative 
expenses are defrayed, as per the adver- 
tisement on page 6 THe JEWISH 
Curonicte of August 12, 1955, by the 
Committee for the Rescue of Immigrant 
Children. There are several of which I 
know, where friends and subscribers 
defray heavy expenditure. 

In his fifth paragraph, Mr. Goldblatt 
states that charities today are not able 
to collect as before. May I point out 
that this is incorrect, as aid societies for 
the Board of Guardians, the Norwood 
Orphanage. and the Jewish Homes for the 
Blind have never been so. successful, 
although due to the increased demands 
upon them, moré and more is needed.

I narrowly escaped the dreadful 
fate of millions of Jews and non-Jews 
who died in the Nazi concentration 
camps.

I went to Warsaw not only to partici- 
pate in the Festival but to find out for 
myself how people live Poland, 
especially how Jews live in. what was 
once such an antisemitic country.

SILVER SALVER FOR 
JEWISH MUSEUM 


The late Dr. Salaman’s Bequest

late Dr. Redcliffe N. 
Salaman, F.R.S., has bequeathed to 
the Jewish Museum an_ inieresting 
13-inch silver salver, made in 1774 by 
two London silversmiths, Robert Jones 
and John Schofield, 

The ancestor. Michael Sol- 
omon, 1s belicved to be the first London 


‘Jew to be elected to a city company. 


He had been a. straw-hat importer, but 


when the Napoleonic wars stopped: all - 


Shipments from- Leghorn to London, 
Michael Solomon set about manufactur- 
ing hats and bonnets out of wood chips. 
While Jews contrived to get elected to 
the City Guilds throughout the seven- 


teenth and eighteenth centuries, this 


enterprising hat-maker. is quite probably 
the first Jew to have been elected under 
the new laws, which made it legally pos- 
sible for persons other than Christians 
to become Freemen. 

e salver is inscribed: small 
token of gratitude from Michael! Sol- 
omon to Charles Pearson Esquire for his 
Liberal and able Exertions in bringing 
forward and finally procuring on the 
l@h June 1831 the Donors Municipal 
rights of the City of London.” 

The late Dr. Salaman was always an 
extremely good “Friend of the Jewish 
Museum.” His benefactions include a 
large japanned trav, bearing the “ Coat 
of Arms” adopted by “ Dr.” Solomon 
Hirschel, Chief Rabbi from 1802 to 1842.

who. doés not fight actively. against 
renewed German militarism in actual 
fact allows the same horror and destruc- 
tion to. become. possible. once more. 


Many people in England have also’ 


had a taste of Nazi brutality. We must 
Show by word and action that. we will 
never, willingly or passively, allow 
another Auschwitz hell upon earth. We 
must join, together with our’ Polish and 
Jewish brothers and all peoples who 
suffered: so terribly under Nazi oppres- 
sion, in the demand of never again.

Voting Without the Whips 


To the Eduor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sira,—Mr. Harry Shine has written 
a very good-tempered letter which 
makes me feel that, whatever our 
respective views, he and I are at one 


in not wishing to disturb communal 


peace. I must protest, however, that 
his letter goes much further than the 
point 1 endeavoured to make, viz., the 
unnecessary Character of the Whip of 
the Zionist Progressive Group under 
present circumstances. 


To make comments on the topics he 
has introduced with more zeal than dis- 
cretion might tempt me to stray into the 
highways or byways of controversy. 
Then we might cease to be friends. 

Mr. Shine need not fear that I am 
executing a change of front. He is good 
enough to describe me as one of the 
leading negotiators: during the crisis of 
the “ secessionists. If that is the case 
[ should know something of what tran- 
spired during those proceedings. We 
ultumately succeeded in persuading the 
Board's representatives to agree to the 
insertion of the following clause im the 
Constitution : 

* While the right of Deputies to combine for 
the advocacy of views which they hold in common 
m admitted. the method of so doing must not 
involve any system which interferes by means of 


g~mproper pressure with the free choice of 


Deputies in recording their votes at the Board's 
SESSIONS and also in the elections of the Board's 
Comanutees.’ 

Now a good deal can be read into 
this constitutional formula: it no doubt 
bears al] the marks of compromise and 
give and take. It was the hope of my 
colleagues that when the Independent 
Group ceased to function the Group in 
the ascendancy at the Board would do 
likewise,. but if. not. to allow the Board at 
any rate to be free of the Whip for the 
election of committees. What had the 
signatories of the circular to fear, since 
as Mr. Shine tells us, 
of the Zionist Progressive Group is well 
over half the membership of the Board ? 
In my view a free election without 


whips and the machine would tend to 


give more variety and personality to the 
committees and so add to the authority 
and prestige of the Board. 2 

Mr. Shine is quite wrong in supposing 
{as 1 understand him) that. the system of 
Proportional Representation (S.T.V.) was 


the membership 


introduced because of the Whip. It was 
Proposed as, and stil] remains, an experi- 
ment in procedure, but not all of us have 
favoured it. I make no complaint as to 
to the method, i no doubt brings grist 
to the mill of the Proportional Repr-- 
seniation Society, and the meticulous 
care which ts taken is a tribute to the 
conscientious working by «ts devotees. 
When all is said and done, the system 
remaams a method of election which can 
just as easily {or as cumbrously) be 
carried On without the Z.P.G. Whip. 

It is when Mr. Shine disputes my con- 
tention that the Zionist issue no longer 
exists that he betrays his real purpose in 
entering the lists. 1 obviously meant that 
the issue in the way it was presented and 
forced at the Board no longer exists to 
create a serious cleavage between one set 
of Deputies and amother. How could | 
have been so naive as to infer that the 
issue docs not exist ir the wider sense ” 
He offers certain propositions suitably 
embroidered with rhetoric, and I do not 
presume to comment on them. Let us 
accept them for the sake of argument, 
but it would be more relevant to the 
subject of this correspondence if he can 
show good cause why you must have a 
Zionist majority on committees. which 
never discuss Israel or Zionism, directly 
or mdirectly. 

Here I come again to the object of 
my earlier letter. It was to appeal to. 
the signatories of the circular—all men 
of character and force--to consider 
whether encyclical” is justified on 
the facts. Is it fair to the Board, which 
is Not split in basic doctrine and which 
on the whole endeavours to work 
together for the good of the community 
and the larger interesis of ‘our people 
wherever they miay be? TI still make 
this eppeal, and nothing in. Mr. Shine’s 
letter causes me to doubt tts. wisdom, 
not even the playful eflort to suggest the 
existence of the compleicly fallacious 
analogy with national politics.

INSPIRATION—OR 
ROUTINE? 


TODAY is the first of Ellul, the last month 


of the Jewish religious year. Throughout 


the month the shofar is sounded at morning | 
‘service, and among those who follow the 


minhag of the Sefardim, selichot or peniten- 
tial prayers are recited daily. Ellul heralds 
the New Year and, with the New Year, the 
season of penitence which ancient tradition 
ordains for its first ten days. 


It is a season which brings to the syna-- 


gogue many who are strangers to it for the 
rest of the year. Their motives are diverse 
a lingering piety, deferénce to parental 
memory, fear of being cut off altogether 
from the House of Israel, the desire to do 
that which is socially acceptable, superstition. 
In congregations which come to the syna- 
gogue with such varied feelings the ritual 
which is performed there’is appreciated in 


as many different ways. It is a ritual which 


is recited in a tongue that, unfortunately, is 
fully understood by few, and to understand 
it. properly requires not only a knowledge 
of Hebrew but of the historical develop- 


ment of a machzor, a Festival Form. of 


Service, which has its roots in the Temple 
service and is in parts built round ancient 
sacrificial rites, but which exhibits many 
accretions that belong to the Middle Ages. 
Through the dimness of his understanding 
of what is being recited, there is thrust into 
the consciousness of the worshipper ideas 
of a Divine Ruler of the Universe who is 
just and merciful, who sets. standards. of 
right and wrong for man to attain to, but 
who forgives the man who is truly penitent 
for his failure to live in accordance with 


Divine Law. To take hold of such concepts 
needs a perfect, childlike faith or else a. 


mind greatly. exercised in religion; and one 
cannot contemplate the approaching Peni- 
tential Season ~vithout asking whether to a 
great proportion of those who observe them 
the Festivals still ring out any clear message 
in the bewildered, sceptical, and — secular 
atmosphere in which our community. largely 
lives at the present day. 

Other. denominations. might’ envy. our 
spiritual. leaders the opportunities which 
these days afford them of reaching the great 
bulk of the Jewish community. But religious 
ideas need to be clothed in forms and 
institutions, and forms and institutions have 
a. wayol..becoming ends in_ themselves. 
Hence, as the month of Ellul comes round 


again, it is not. thoughts of prayer or peni- 


tence which will occupy the minds of those 
who. professionally or otherwise are pre- 
occupied with synagogue affairs, but all those 
organisational details which are inescapably 
bound up with the task of accommodating 
vast congregations and occupying them in the 
fashion ordered by usage. . The synagogue 
warden who ts concerned to dispose of seats 
and mifzvoet in a manner that is financially 
advantageous. without being reckoned 
unseemly ; the chazan to whom the inability 
of refractory choristers. to. sing in tune may 
mean anything but a happy New Year ; the 
preacher, even, who is hard put to it to find 
phrases that will. hold the attention of a 
bored and jaded congregation; in the very 
men on whom the spiritual vitality of the 
Holy-days depends, the month of Ellul 
ineviiably assumes the character of prepara- 
tion for an arduous routine exercise: The 
failing 1s too human for us to sit in judg- 
ment on it. Yet we must acknowledge that 
it is a failing that has already robbed the 
New Year and Day of Atonement of much 
of their substance and which, if unchecked, 
may mean that in the next generation they 
too may go the way of many a time-honoured 
religious institution. 


Within living memory there was an Arch- 
bishop of the Church of England who, 
delighting though he did in the pomp and 
circumstance of his high office, for two 


_ weeks each year put aside the vesture of 


British Jewry. 


his glory and in a. bare cell laid himself 
open to himself. That was a personal act 
of self-examination, for which among Jews 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur should 
provide the opportunity. But do they ? 
That is a question on which officers of 
Synagogues jin particular should ponder, for 
on their approach depends to a large extent 
the feeling which the Holy-days generate. 
Perhaps some of them will use this month 
of Ellul, when the tempo of communal life 
is still slack, as a month of preparation, so 
that the Holy-days that are approaching 
may seize our spirits with something of the 
fervour which our fathers felt and rid us of 
some of the sense of routine which has lately 


passed for the authentic expression of 


Judaism. 


COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN 


LAST April the final meeting took place of 
the regular triennial session of the Board of 
Deputies. Elections were subsequently held 
in, all constituencies for the election of the 
new Deputies, who number 450 and are 
the democratically appointed representatives 
of the synagogues and other institutions of 
In June, at the inaugural 
meeting of the new Board, the Honorary 
Officers for the next three years were 
elected, with several changes. The second 
meeting of the new Board, which took place 
last month, was occupied chiefly with the 
elections to’ the Board’s nine committees. 


These elections were keenly contested, and 


an animated discussion has been proceeding 
in our columns about the influence exerted 
by the circular—or “ whip ’’—that was issued 
by the Zionist Progressive Group. 


The importance of the committees lies in 
the fact that it js through them that the 
Board does its main practical work on 
behalf of the community. Between now and 
October 16, when the Board next assembles, 


_all these newly appointed committees will 


be holding their several inaugural meetings ; 
and the first item of business to be. tran- 
sacted will be the election of their respective 
Chairmen. It will be realised that a very 
special responsibility will in due course 
necessarily rest upon the Chairman of each 
of these committees, and the appointment 
of the most suitable persons therefore 
deserves the very earnest consideration of all 
concerned. In the case of the Executive 
and Finance Committees it has hitherto 
been the practice for their respective Chair- 
men to be the President and the Treasurer 
of the Board, and this practice appears to be 
a natural and commendable one. No 
similar principle, however, can be formu- 
lated with regard to the seven other com- 
mittees: Aliens; Education; Erets Israel; 
Foreign Affairs; Jewish Defence; Law, 
Parliamentary, and General Purposes; and 
Shechita... Yet certain important. considera- 
tions demand attention. It would certainly 


seem undesirable, if regard is had to the 


effective and democratic working of a repre- 
sentative organisation, that any person 
should be appointed as Chairman of more 
than one committee. For like reasons it is 
necessary to avoid the pernicious practice 
of regarding a chairmanship as the personal 
“ preserve” of its occupant for session after 
session. It might perhaps be salutary, if 
new and vigorous workers are to be attracted 
to disinterested communal service, for each 
committee to adopt the general custom. of 
not electing the same person as Chairman 
for more than two sessions at the outside, 
which covers six years. 


Moreover, it would seem to be necessary, 
if the Board wishes to uphold its own integrity 
and independence and not. to be in danger 
of becoming the passive instrument of 
particular groups and caucuses, to think care- 
fully about the wisdom of appointing as 
Chairman any Deputy who is in the employ- 
ment of a constituent body represented on 
the Board. Any such Deputy may quite 
unconsciously be influenced in some unfore- 
seen matter by his loyalty to his, employing 
institution, and in any case he should not be 
placed. in an invidious position should some 
dispute develop between his institution and 
the Board. 


MOROCCO 


From all reliable reports the situation in 
Morocco is apparently again approaching a 
dangerous point. Millions of Moroccans 
and Frenchmen are apprehensively awaiting 


the coming week-end, which marks the 
second anniyersary of the deposing of the “ 
formerly popular Sultan, an “event. which 


gave rise at the time to widespread distur- 
bances and riots. Even more apprehensive 
are the 240,000 Jews of Morocco, and espe- 
cially the 85,000-strong Jewish community 
of Casablanca, where what our Paris Corre- 


spondent calls a “little pogrom occurred 


last month, resulting in the death of two 
Jews. Although not directly involved in 
the struggle of the Arab nationalists against 
French rule, the Jews have frequently been 
the victims of mob brutality. Just twelve 
months have passed since the tragic pogrom 
of Petitjiean on August 3, 1954, when seven 
Jews were murdered by an Arab mob. In 
view of this situation it is of great interest— 


and a certain amount of dubiety—to 


read the statement made by M. BALAFREJ, 
the Secretary-General of the Moroccan 
Istiglal Party, promising equality and toler- 
ance to the Jews of Morocco. For well over 
a thousand years the Jews there have lived 


in squalor and have been subjugated, and 


whether within the dreadful mellah or out- 
side it have been deprived of any real 
citizenship status. Even today, despite forty 
years of enlightened French rule, the Jews 
of Morocco suffer from many legal dis- 
qualifications and are discriminated against 
as nowhere else in the whole of French North 
African territory. They are not permitted 
to hold any high public office nor to act as 


_ judges. Nor is the oath of a Jewish witness 


recognised in Court. . In their desire to leave 
Moroccan traditions undisturbed, the French 
authorities have, strangely enough, agreed to 
this: form of anti-Jewish discrimination, 
which sets the Jewish population apart from 
the Moslem and perpetuates the status of 
inferiority imposed on them by Moslem law 
and the Arab majority. If the Moroccan 
‘Arabs are earnest in their wish to win Jewish 
sympathy and support in their striving for 
Home Rule or independence they must not 
offer meaningless promises. . They must, first 
of all, leave the Jews in peace and guarantee 
them by deeds the rights of. citizenship and 
security denied to them for so long, 


DACHAU CREMATORIA. 


SOME time after the end of the last war, a 
special correspondent of this paper made a 
tour of the concentration camps in Germany, 
in most of which several thousand “* D.P.s,” 
as the surviving victims had become known, 
now lived while efforts were being made for 


their emigration and rehabilitation. At the 


end of his.account, the correspondent, who 
had observed the various memorials put up 
to those so cruelly slain, said, in relation par- 


ticularly to the memorial to Jews at Belsen, | 
and generally to all such memorials: “It 


seems to me that when the Jews have gone and 
the Germans are allowed to assume their 
places again, the memorials will ‘mysteriously’ 


disappear during the night. Who likes to live~ 


with his conscience all his days?” These 
words are now taking on something of the 
colour of prophecy. A proposal has been 
made in the Bavarian Parliament (as is 
reported on page | of this issue) that the 
crematoria at the notorious camp of Dachau, 
which have been kept up to the present as a 


- grim monument to the memory of those hun- 


dreds of thousands who*were murdered in 
them (and as a perpetual warning to their 
murderers), be closed to the public, and at best 
“a suitable monument.” be erected instead. 
It was bound to come. Human nature being 
what it is, and German nature certainly being 
no better than that of others, a time had to 
arrive when suggestions would be forthcom- 


ing for the removal of reminders of a nation’s. 


shame and barbarity, It is probably too much 
to ask people to preserve the things that recall 
their own wrongdoing: probably no other 
nation has been made to do so on its own soil 
and it is only after the lapse of hundreds of 
years that instruments of torture can be 
publicly placed in museums, and then they 
are simply objects of curiosity, with little, if 
any, moral application. The crematoria are 
far too near in time to allow an easy con- 
science to a thinking German—but his reac- 
tion depends on his type of thinking, and 
unfortunately in Munich there seem to be 
too many of the wrong type, whose only 
thought is to be rid of such reminders together 
with the occupation forces. Once the Germans 
acquire full sovereignty again, no one can 
compel them to preserve the crematoria or 
any other evidence of Nazi guilt. The history 
books, and perhaps the Yad v Shem memorial 
in Israel, will, one fears, have to suffice. 
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MEANING OF PREJUDICE 


The Nature of Prejudice. By GorDON W 
ALLPORT. Boston: Beucon Press. $7.

We all suffer from prejudices, and al) of y. 
cherish our own. Perhaps no group has 
suffered more from them than ours, especia\|y 
from its ugliest manifestation, antisemitism 
and nevertheless, we ourselves are not free from 
them. Who is not familiar with the West-Fas; 
Orthodox-Liberal, and Zionist-non-Zjonis; 
prejudices in our midst ? Everybody is inclined 
to regard his own prejudices and those working 
in his favour as good, and those o} others 
working against him as bad. Therefore jt jc 
almost impossible to write about prejudice 
without prejudice. If we keep this in mind 
we shall have a key for understanding and 
a basis for assessing, Professor Allport’s impor. 
tant work. | 

Prejudice is usually defined as pre-judicium 
or as “a judgment formed antecedent to 
knowledge.” Therefore the rationalists attempted 
to eliminate all prejudice, i.e., all kinds of 
judgments which do not arise from the use of 
reason, but have their origin either in emotion« 
or the influence of society, other pérsons and 


institutions. In this sense John Toland in |714 


wrote “A Defence of the Jews agains: al] 
vulgar prejudices in all countries” and advo- 
cated their naturalisation in Great Britain and 
Ireland. On the other hand, the empiricist 
Edmund Burke, the protagonist of the landed 
aristocracy, defended the prejudices of a 
nation as the accumulated wisdom of the past. 


‘and thought that we could not act ai aj! 


without them. In fact, the “ vulgar prejudices.” 
instead of being eliminated, have meznwhile 
grown considerably and have turned out to be 


accumulated folly. We have therefore to study 


their roots and nature, in order to control. 


and not to destroy or extol them. It is the 


great merit of Professor Allport’s book that: he 
approaches the problem of group-prejudice in 
a sober scientific manner, and that he incor- 
porates in his work the results of spadework 
done in the last two decades on this topical 
subject. 

Psychological Analysis 


His central thesis is sound, namely. that 
prejudice has many causes and that it must 
therefore be studied. in its. historical, socio- 
cultural, and psychological aspects. As a Profes- 
sor of Psychology the author excels in its psycho- 
logical analysis: He distinguishes two elements 
in its make-up, an attitude of favour. or 
disfavour, and an overgeneralised and therefore 
erroneous belief. Since we are al! apt to make 
generalisations, we have a natural propensity 
to: prejudice. If these’ generalisations are 
supported by love- or hate-attitudes. irrational 
categories may emerge which are composed 
wholly of hearsay evidence, emotiona! projec- 
tion and. fantasy. It has been our fate to 
experience their enormously destructive power. 

The exceedingly. complex problem of anti- 
semitism 1S approached with scrupulous regard 
for factual evidence, “concerning both the 
traits of the Jewish group and the psycho- 
dynamic processes of antisemites.” 
explanations are offered: “When Jews on the 
average (Or in conspicuous cases) make us 


‘conscious of our inferiority we feel a certain 


jealousy. By enumerating their weaknesses 
and sins we again recover our equilibrium. 
Antisemitism then may in part be a ‘sour 
grapes’ rationalisation of inferiority. feelings. 
Another explanation is based on the concept 
of “the fringe of conservative values” and on 
the apparent tendeney of Jews to collect in the 
rising, mobile, conspicuous occupations. [They 
are regarded as just. far enough “off centre 
(slightly above, slightly below, slightly outside) 
to disturb non-Jews in many different ways. 
To be called “living ink-blots ” will be new 
to our readers; but Ackerman and Jahoda 
write: “For the antisemite the Jew is a living 
Rorschach ink-blot” [a reference to a psycho 
logical test depending upon the = subjects 
reaction to the fortuitous shape of ink-blots}. 
The meaning is that he is unknown and 


mysterious. He may, therefore, be interpreted 


in any way one likes. He becomes. tc 
scapegoat ; and the guilt and misfortune o! 
other people are shifted on to him through 
the psychological process of  projecton. 
The “city-hatred” theory. of Arnold Rose 
is likewise surprising. “The Jews are hated 


“today,” he writes, primarily because ie} 


serve as a symbol of city life.’ The monster 
cities are hated because of their inhuman. 
impersonal, and dangerous aspects, and ‘9, 
therefore, are the Jews as the symbols of these 
cities. 

‘These examples may suffice to illustrate the 
rich and stimulating character of the book. 
The material is overwhelming, the difficusties 
of the problems (e.g. of finding out statistical) 
who is an antisemite) are never underrated, and 
everything is subordinated to the laudable «iM 
of reducing group tensions. All in all, a book 
of the greatest importance to every Jew incl 
ested in the control of antisemitism and in Ms 
own survival.

DISARMAMENT 


Human Folly : To Disarm or Perish? 
By JULES Mocu. Gollancz. 13s. 6d.

This is an impressive and authorita- 
tive book written by the French 
delegate on the Disarmament Com- 
mission of the United Nations. and 
former Minister of Defence. He has 
the special quality that he is a states- 
man and also understands nuclear 
physics. He writes with full know- 
ledge of all the negotiations and the 
conferences about disarmament and 
with a refreshing sense of urgency. 
At the original Disarmament 
Conference of the League of Nations 


the French delegate remarked that the | 


verb to disarm was highly irregular. 
It was used only in the future tense, 
and in the second person singular or 
plural. M.-:Moch is determined to 
correct that view. 


Alternative for Mankind 


The first part of the book has the 
motto “ perish”: the second: part has 
the call “disarm.” In the first part 
he sets out with terrifying lucidity the 
prospect of the use of thermo-nuclear 
weapons. That has made a more 
radical change even than the first use 
of atomic weapons. A thermo-nuclear 
bomb will destroy an area of 1,500 
square miles, and have consequences 

20,000 square miles. Six such 
bombs would completely destroy Great 
Britain. Nor can there be any defence 
or parry against these bombs. The 
alternative then before » mankind is 
clear and inevitable: either the States 
must negotiate and disarm, or at any 
moment a War may start which would 
end mankind. 

The second part of the book gives 


the full story of the disarmament nego- ~ 


tiations. from. the first international 
conference of the League of Nations 
to January, 1955. .M. -Moch 1s 
altogether free from the propaganda 
outlook ‘which bedevils the subject. 
He can give credit to the Soviet dele- 
gation, and hold a fair balance between 
the Soviet and the Western proposals. 
in this part he deals also with the 
deeper causes of the world unrest. 


It is poverty and fear that lie at the 


back of our social upheaval. Strikingly 
he points to the “co-operative and 
socialist colonies of the. State of 
Israel. where everyone works accord- 
ing to his capacity, receiving necessary 
help from the others.” as an example 
of a new and hopeful social ethic. 
He that the period of 
scepticism iS Coming to an end under 
the threat. of world dissolution. Hts 
last words are : “ reason must and will 
triumph.”

Y the beginning of 1944 the 
German robot had all but 
completed its Satanic work: 


more than five million Jews had. 


been exterminated. Bordering on 
this vast cemetery and incredibly 
ignorant of the tragedy across the 
border, Hungarian Jewry was enjoy- 
ing a fair measure of freedom and 
security under the Horthy Govern- 
ment. 


Almost overnight their compara- 
tively peaceful life was violently 
shaken. On March 19, 1944, Hun- 
gary fell into Hitler's hands. Immedi- 


ately the Juden-Kommando |. set: to 
work: with the Russians at the gates 
there was no time to lose. The Jews 
from the provinces were concentrated 
into ghettoes. and thence dispatched 
to Auschwitz in trainloads of 12,000 
per day. Within seven weeks half a 
million were done to death. The 
extermination of the other-half million 
of Budapest Jewry was scheduled to 
commence on July 7, 1944, but afte: 
a warning by the United States of the 
approaching day. of reckoning, Regent 
Horthy vetoed the German order. and 
the Jews of Budapest were saved. 


Escape Organisation 


Among the many. committees, insti- 
tutions, and organisations doing rescue 
work there was the Jewish Agency- 
sponsored Rescue Committee. Their 
main . work . consisted of providing 
false identity papers to Jews who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from Poland; and 
smuggling small groups. across the 
Rumanian frontier.. Otherwise Hun- 
garian Jewry lived in the hope of 
delivery by a miracle. Within a short 


‘time what looked like miracle 
happened. 

On May 8, 1944, the chief execu- 
tioner, Eichmann, summoned Joe! 


Brand, a member of the Rescue Com- 
mittee, and said: “].am the one who 
carried out the extermination of the 
Germany, Austria, Poland. 
Slovakia, efc. . We are prepared to 
stop the expulsions and extermina- 
tions’ by gas. We are willing to sell 
to the Allies the million. Hungarian 
Jews for 10,000 lorries, two million 
boxes of soap, 200 tons of tea, and 
800 tons of coffee. . ... We want. goods 
for blood.” A_ half-demented Brand 
reported the offer to a committee 
representing al] sections of Hungarian 
Jewry. Brand was dispatched by a 
German ‘plane to Turkey to place the 
offer before the Jewish Agency and 
the Allies. The rejection of the offer 
was. announced by the B.B.C. on July 
20. ‘1944. 


Freedom for Cash 


In Brand’s absence, another mem- 
ber of the Rescue Committee, Dr. 
Rudolf Kastner, kept the, negotiations 
alive. Brand’s mission was as yet not 
written off. In the meantime; Kurt 
Becher, a “ high-up ” in the hierarchy 
of Nazi . murderers, was. offering 
smaller cash deals. The Jewish Agency 
had secured 600 immigration. certifi- 
cates for “prominent” Jews, and 
Kastner negotiated the deal. The Nazis 
left the selection to Kastner and his 
committee, and among these Kastner 
included his wife, mother, brother, and 
father-in-law, the latter being © promi- 
nent” in his own right, and a tew 
other relatives: Becher was taken b\ 
Kastner to the Swiss. border. to 
negotiate with the representative of 
the “Joint.” Further negotiations by 
Kastner brought’ the -number. of 

prominents up to 1,685, including 


388 from. Kastner's birthplace, Cluj 
In two special trains, on August 21! 
and December 6, 1944, 1.685 Hun- 


garian Jews reached safety in Switzer- 
land. 

Five million Jews from all parts of 
Europe, other than Hungary, were 
done to death for the one and only 
reason that they were defenceless Jews. 
but to Malchiel Gruenwald, late of 
Hungary and now of Jerusalem, the 
extermination of the half-million Hun- 
garian Jews required some extra 
explanation.

and righteousness he unfolded his 
unblemished past of unstinted devotion 
to the Zionist cause and the Jewish 
people.

There is a time-honoured principle 
of English law : justice must not only 
be done-—it must manifestly appear to 
be done.

A.A.A. Coach’s Optimism

RABBI H. SHABBETAI 


Rabbi Hizkiahu Shabbetai, one of the 
most respected of Israel's Sefardi rabbis, 
died last week in Jerusalem, aged 96, 
writes our JERUSALEM CORRESPONDENT. 

Rabbi Shabbetai, who was born in 
Salonika, served as Chief Rabbi of Jaffa 
and afterwards headed the Jerusalem 
Rabbinical Court before the First World 
War. Before settling in Israel he lived 
in Tripoli and Aleppo. 

If anything, his influence increased 
after he gave up his official positions. 
His iast official act was to “ adorn 
Rabbi Nissim at his “coronation as 
Chief Rabbi in the Yeshurun Synagogue 
last year.

Jacob Davidson, who established the 
Press over 30 years ago. 

It was Mr. Vezey Strong's interest in 
fine printing that brought him and Mr. 
Davidson together, and later’ he 
developed a great interest in the Jewish 
publications issued by the Press, which 
included the 34-volume translation of the 
Babylonian Talmud (edited by Rabbi Dr. 
Epstein); the Soncino Books of the 
Bible (produced under the editorship of 
the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen); and. the 
Pentateuch and Haftorahs (edited by the 
late Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz). 

After Mr. Davidson’s death, Mr. 
Vezey Strong’s knowledge of printing and 
publication details was appreciated even 
more than before. He was_ keenly 
interested in Jewish matters, which he 
discussed enthusiastically with the many 
friends whose acquaintance he made as 
a result of his association with the 
Soncino Press. 


W.F. writes: ‘ By the death of Harold 


~Vezey Strong the community has lost a 


non-Jewish friend who made a great con- 
tribution to its cultural life. Stimulated 
by the late Jacob Davidson, Vezey Strong 
became keenly interested in Jewish publi- 
cations, and these two men together 
founded the Soncino Press, whose beaull- 
ful productions are treasured by all Jewish 
scholars and bibliophiles. On the death of 
Davidson, Vezey Strong not only maint 
tained the existing productions of Soncino 
but initiated new projects which Davidson 
had envisaged.

LORD HORDER 


The death on Saturday at the age of 
84 of Lord Horder, the distinguished 
physician who attended the Royal Family 
during five reigns. is deeply regrett: | by 
the Jewish community, which was -jiven 
many proofs of his interest and  send- 
ship. 

An organisation in which he took par- 
ticular interest was the Friends of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis League of Isracl, of 
which he was Presidem. He held frequent 
discussions with the other officers on the 
work of the League in Israel and of the 
Friends in this country and often sent 
messages of support to gatherings held 
to aid the work 

Lord Horder was the guest of honour at 
the seventh annual dinner of the London 
Jewish Hospital Medical Society in 1935, 
at which the President, Dr. D. Nabarro, 
said that Jews owed him a debt of grati- 
tude for the attitude he had taken up 
in connection with their persecuted 
forcign professional brethren. his 
reply Lord Horder referred to a letter 
he had sent to THe 'TiMes and said that 
no credit was due to him for pointing 
out that to ostracise the best and most 
cultivated section of science in Germany 
was committing a form of intellectual 
suicide, 

He was a guest of honour again (in 
1947) at a dinner held on behalf: of the 
Central British Fund. and made an 
cloquent appeal for support of the Fund's 
work for refugees. 

Fiftcen years ago Lord Horder made 
an investigation mto the Jewish method 
of slaughtering animals and in the report 


he afterwards issued he said: ‘“ The 


animal loses consciousness immediately. 
It is difficult to conceive qa more painless 
and a more rapid mode of death. . 

Careful and critical scrutinising of this 


nicthod of slaughtering leaves me in no.

His views on shechita have been 
included in the pamphlet which was 
recently issued by the Board of Deputies 
in their campaign of defence against 
attacks on the Jewish method of 
slaughter.

DR. THOMAS MANN 


‘Dr... Thomas Mann, the renowned 
German novelist and philosopher, who 
died in Zurich on Friday at the age of 
80, showed his great interest in the 
history and fate of Jewry both in his 
written work and his outspoken condem- 
natioh of Nazi policy. 

He married in 1905 a member of a dis- 
tinguished German-Jewish family, Katja 
Pringsheim. Her father was Professor 
of Mathematics at Munich University: 

Dr. Mann was deprived of his German 
nationality by the Nazis and was one of 
the earliest mon-Jewish refugees. He 


lived in. Switzerland, Czechoslovakia. and’ 


America and then settled again in 
Switzerland. | | 

He attended a reception in London in 
1949, given in his honour by Mr. L. G. 
Montefiore on behalf of the Wiener 
Library, and in an address he urged that 
the horrors committed by the Germans 
must never be forgotten. Speaking after- 
wards to a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive he said how pleased he was that at 
long last the Jews had a State of their 
own. “| was always interested in the 
establishment. of a Jewish State and, 
indeed, worked for it.” he said. 

One of Mann’s outstanding works was 
his tetralogy “ Joseph and His Brethren,” 
an elaboration of the Biblical story. The 
first volume, ** The Tales of Jacob.’ was 
published in 1933 and it was followed 
by “The Young Joseph,’ “ Joseph. in 
Egypt.’ and Joseph the Provider.’’ In 
a book on Thomas Mann and his work, 
Henry Hatfield wrote that this choice of 
a Jewish subject in the decade of Hitler's 


rise to power was im itself a. protest 


against German natienalism.

They will be provided for by the Cen- 
tra! British Fund, which has bought a 
home for them. | 

Additional Jewish refugees are expected 
to arrive from Austria in the next fort- 
night under the Home Office scheme. 
Ot the 1,500 refugees so far admitied 
under the project, only about SO have 
been Jews. They are being taken care 
of by the C.B.F., which, because of the 
lack of offers of accommodation, has 


invariably had to provide homes for the 
Jewish newcomers.

Isracl Association of Students is 
boycotting the Sofia meeting because of 
the recent shooting down of an Isracli 
‘plane by the Bulgarians.}] The main aim 
of the Jewish delegaiion will be to press 
for the implementation of. last 
agreement, announced in a Moscow 
communiqué, for exchange visits with 
Jewish students in lron Curtain. countries. 
At tts final session. today the congress is 
expected to vote on resolutions dealing 
with educational programmes adapted to 
the needs of cach country.

Meanwhile, all parties concerned have 
paid lip-service to the views of the 
President—and Mapai—that a broad 
coalition is needed. The Progressives 
went so far as to say that they would 
prefer a broad coalition without them- 
selves to a narrow one with them. 

Mizrachi-Hapoe!l Hamizrachi told the 
President that. the coalition -should 
include all parties except the Communists. 

The General Zionists said they would 
prefer to be a “constructive Opposi- 
tion.” though they did not close the 
door entirely to their inclusion in’a new 
Government. Achdut Avoda and Mapam 
want the General Zionists, as well as 
Cherut and the Communists, excluded 
from. any . coalition in. which they 
participate. 

The Agudists have made these con- 
ditions for their participation: the. intro- 
duction of laws for the strict observance 
of the Sabbath and for the prohibition 
of pig-breeding, and the repeal of the 
law requiring national service to be per- 
formed by religious girls. 


INCREASES FOR SENIOR 
CIVIL SERVANTS 


Nothing for Junior Officials 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
At its final meeting, last Sunday, 
the Israeli Cabinet decided to adopt 
the recommendations of the Gur 
Committee for salary increases: tor 
civil. servants in the top six grades. 
As the date and method of payment 
of increases. have not yet. been decided, 


civil servamts will receive with their 
August salaries an “on account” pay- 
ment. 

The increases will range from 1£20 
monthly for Grade. VI officials to 1£120 
monthly. for Grade I. civil: servants 
(Directors-General of Ministries). In 
addition they will receive full. cost-of- 


living allowances. 


Although the increases are less than 


those demanded, it is expected that they 
will be accepted by the senior officials. 


The increases will cost the Government 
1£400.000 month. 
The Civil Servants’ Union, represent- 


ing the lower grades, is complaining that 
junior officials will receive no benefit and 
is demanding complete revision of salary 
scales. 

Doctors. who have been on a. partial 
strike for several months, 
have again demanded higher salaries, and 
those working in Tel Aviv - have 
threatened to resign if. their claims are 
not met. 

Teachers, also excluded from the new 
increases, watching’ “the situation 
carefully and are waiting for the appro- 
priate moment to make their demands. 

The Cabinet’s decision 1s bound to be 
followed. by new claims by a!! 
workers throughout the country. This 
would accelerate the inflationary trend.

Relief and Works Agency for Pales- 
tine Refugees. 


Other items of general Jewish interest 
include the report of the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees and the draft 
international covenants on human rights. 


The provisional agenda makes no 
mention of the North African issues, 
but there is still time for member- 


nations to add additional items within the 
next month. 
The report of the Security Council, 
which comes early in the agenda, will 
include a reference to the Middle East and 
the United Nation’s réle in that area. The 


Assembly begins its meetings on Sep- 


tember 20. 


SECURITY COUNCIL’S 
-MEETING

The United Nations Security Coun-. 


cil last week met here in closed session 
and unanimously adopted its report 
for the current year. The meeting 
was attended by the Secretary-General, 
Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld. 

It is learned that the report dealt almost 
exclusively. with the Palestine question 
a subject which has occupied the Council 
for most of the year. 

While the Council was in session, it 
received a communication from Mr.

ORPHAN RETURNS TO 
JEWISH FAMILY 


Trained as Catholic Priest

| BRUSSELS 
Bernard Pitel; a 20-year-old Jewish 
convert to Catholicism, has, after a 


two-hour talk with a rabbi here, aban-. 


doned the idea of becoming a priest. 

Pitel, whose parents. observant Jews, 
were deported to Auschwitz, was brought 
up as an orphan by Catholic foster- 
parents who had him baptised despite the 
protests of his uncle, who was also 
living im Belgium. 

After the war, the uncle fought a court 
action to secure legal guardianship of his 
nephew, but the youth disappeared from 
his foster-parents’ home and, in a letter 
to his uncle, acknowledged his belief in 
Catholicism. Two years ago Bernard cut 
all legal ties with his family and decided 
to enter a Catholic school for priests at 
Namur. | 

However, the uncle one 
effort to prevent his nephew from leaving 
the fold and persuaded him to visit Rabhi 
Robert Dreifus, and they had a—two- 
hour talk .

JEWS DEFEATED IN

Among the list of 156 applicants 
placed before the Transvaal caucus of 
the Nationalist Party for election to 
the Senate were four South African 
Jews, but none were elected. 

The 27 candidates chosen automatically 
become Senators since, under the new 
constitution of the Senate, the majority 
party has all the seats. 

The four Jewish candidates were Mr. 
B. N. Levert, Mr. Charles Zeff, and Mr. 
R. S. Myers, all of Johannesburg, and 
Mr. P. A. Milstein, of Nigel. But they 


could not possibly hope to succeed against 
the other candidates, many of them long-

standing leaders of the party, and includ- 
ing five former Senators, ex-M.P.s, and 
heads of party branches. 


The only Jewish applicant with some 
hope of success was Mr. Zeff, who has 
been active in the Nationalist Party for the 
past two decades and who once unsuccess- 
fully contested a provincial election on 
behalf of his party. It is understood that 
he reached the seventh round of the pre- 
liminary ballot, but was eliminated in the 
final stages. 

Mr. Zeff later told me that he had had 
“tremendous support" from leaders of 
the party who were “ anxious that a Jew 
be elected " to the Senate, but he presum- 
ably failed because of the activities of 
various pressure groups who were 
supporting other candidates.

President Eisenhower has again 
criticised the U.S.A. Refugee Relief 
Act of 1953, describing jit as “ ve 


restrictive” and “ very. awkward tg 
administer.” 


His criticism was made to re 
tives of 34 Governors, who held tee 
day ‘conference here in an effort to 
intensify voluntary work on behalf of 
refugees, President Eisenhower recent| 
asked Congress to amend the Act. 0 = 
to increase the flow of refugees to the 
United States. 

Under the Act 214,000 refugees ang 
other non-quota immigrants are to be 
admitted to the United States by the 
end of 1956. Figures issued by the State 
Department show that by July 29 only 
43,010 visas had been issued under the 
programme, and only about 25,000 of the 
refugees have entered the country, 

Congress has postponed action on the 
President's proposed amendments unti 
the session, next January. jc 
believed that it will be 
before a compromise is worked out: by 


the compromise may come too late to do - 


much good—unless the expiration date 
of the programme is extended beyond 
December 31, 1956. |
